Part of Paper No. 10 
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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a panel loudspeaker system. Independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct 
features " a periphery that surrounds at least one sound radiating panel with a lateral gap " and "at 
least one connecting element that connects the at least one sound radiating panel with a periphery 
wherein at least one connecting element is under mechanical tension when connected with the 
periphery and wherein regions of the at least one cover layer are connected with a core layer are 
also under mechanical tension ". The closest prior art Nieuwendijk (US 4,847,908) and Burton 
(EPO 296 139) discloses convention disclose conventional panel loudspeakers, either singularly ir 
in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
